Political activity was stirring Lawrence out of its usual 
apolitical spring coma on Monday May 4, when the word passed 
from mouth to mouth - four dead in Ohios Plane were started for 
an appropriate sympathy march on Tuesday for the Kent dead. 


The first of the many marches that week started at the burnt- 
out hulk of the Kansas Unione The four coffins that were carried 
reminded the 1000 marchers thet the penalty for dissent these 
days could be death. Amerikan flags were lowered tc half mast 

as the march traveled to the Military Science building for a 
short stop and then continued on to the National Guard Armory. 
The rest of Tuesday was taken up in planning for the rest of 

the weeks 


On Wednesday, County Attorney Danny "The Kid" Young launched 

a "fact-finding" investigation into several recent issues of 
River City's underground paper Vortexs Rumor had it that Vortex 
would be busted on obscenity charges in order to silence this 
alternative to the straight media's accounts of events in the 
Lawrence community. 
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A moral victory was achieved when the Chancellor's ROTC Review 
was cancelled and moved to a Fort. Leaflete, classroom rape, 
and guerrilla theater publicized a 9 pemse rally at Strong Hall, 
and more people than ever before were getting involved in the 
demonstrations. 


The night rally was pretty uneventful until a suggestion tore 

. through the crowd - to the Military Science buildings The crowd 
of several hundred unlesshed a barrage of rocks, which quickly 
left the north and east sides of the building without windows, 
Damage report: $1925 for the building, five arrests, and numerous 
sore Orm6es . 


Equipped with footpowder, Ben Gay, and Sucrets, veterans of 
Wednesday headed into Thursday, May 7, another big march and 
speech days Led by militants, marchere moved from Allen Fieldhouse 
to Strong Hall demanding KU's closinge Chalmers freaked out and 

ie ordered his door and files locked. Realizing that Larry had 
made a fast exit out the back door, the crowd disversede A 
spontaneous "long march” brought over 4000 people from all 
living groups to another night rally at Strong, but this 
demonstration was orderly.

In June, several aspiring revolutionaries thought that River’ 
City coule be orsanized into a viable comunity - for freaks.

The goals they set were revolutionarys They included no rent 
for River City citizens in addition to free food, free dove, 
free culture and free recreations They tegan to organize a 
chapter of jhe White Panther Farty, a mirror image of what 
John Sinclair's Ann Arbor tribe was doings 


To begin this enormous task of building a communi.y, these 
audacious young folk sought to find a headquart’ rs from which 
they could operates 1105 Louisiana, previously known as Floyd's, 
and after the eviction again known as Floyd's, served to benefit 
River City for the months of June and July. Out of this golden 
yellow house, which had weathered Quantrill's Raid, spewed 
a magnitude of revolutionary zeale A switchboard information 
service began to coordinate the different ministries within the 
newly founded partys A “food conspiracy," an information or 
propaganda service, a legal self-defense fund (LSD), and a 
tenants' union were all formed into a People's Partye 

"A People's Party?" shouted one womane 

"Bullshitt” cried anothers 

“Elitist, chauvinist pigeesseego-tripping white hetero- 

sexual males," claimed a homosexual males 


“What?” disclaimed one of the aspiring young revolutionariess 


Then a people's meeting to reform the Panther Party was scheduled 
for June 16 at 1028 Ohio. Two factions burgeoned in River City, 
and their faceoff seemed to signal the end of the White Fanther 
Party. 


June 16 arrived. About thirty persons filled the front yard 

of the dilapidated green house at 1028. As people filled the 

yard, 4 most unusual phenomenon took place: the women stood 

on one side of the yard, while the men stood on the other. 
"Is this a high school dance or somethin'?" cynically 
whispered one of the Party's mens 


After a brief period of staring at each other, everyone decided 
to go across the street to a hill sloping down from Corbin Halle 
The bitterness eased as Lenny Newsreel asked everyone to express 
how he felt about what was happening so that we, as a group, 
could figure out where our heads weres 


"Em I on acid or is this for real?" questioned, under his 
breath, the same youns man who just a few moments before 
had questioned the divisions on the front yards 
He most assuredly felt as though we were wasting our time. 
And for a time it seemed as though this group would never make 
any progress in resolving their animositiese 


Miraculously, the group realized that their wide differences 
of opinion hac to be set aside and the community placed ahead 
of individual whime Subsequently this contingent of people 
formed revolutionary collectives to fulfill new and broader 
objectives. In addition to the former ministries which were 
revamped into collectives, a women's collective grew to become 
one of the most stable parts of this new organism. The new 
organism, for nomenclature's sake, was called the Lawrence 
Liberation Front (LLF). 


The LLF combined a mixture of so-called, self-styled, communist, 
sincere, real, pseudo, heavy and nihilistic revolutionaries, 
Also included were a few crypto-cops who gravitated in and out 
as the need for Army Intelligence proliferated, But despite 

the LLF's enthusiase# and energy, the eventual outcome was an

Despite 

the OD's initial crudeness and incoherence, it canaged to 

inform the community of what was happening in between the bi- : 
weekly publication of River City's underground paper, Vortexs Z 
It also managed to arouse our enemies, such 48 Reynolds Shultz, 

now Lieutenant Governor, and Regent "Red" Cromb, who termed 

the OD “a four-letter rage" 


To put into effect Shultz's slogan, "a new direction in Kansas," 
the OD and George Kicball undertook a campaign for sheriff. 
This campaign added some comic relief for our sympathizers, 


and turned advocacy electoral politics into a theatre-of-the- 
absurde 


For many, however, George's slogans for legalizing marijuana 

did not seem so funny. As a matter of fact, many lawnorder 
politicians, such as now Attorney General Vern Miller, picked 

up on the gut level reactions of the Bible Belt and pursued 

a vicorous campaign (Compare A» Hitler, "The streets of our 
country are in turmoil, the universities are filled with students 
rioting and rebelling, communists are seeking to destroy our, 
countryesesewe need law and order; without law and order we 

cannot survives!'). 


Others went even further, as Bryce Nelson reportea in the 

LA Times: 
"The possib. lity that vigilante groups will take up arue 
is a feature of life here (in Lawrence) that bothers 
many blacke, the large colony of long haired self termed 
'freake’ and people on the University of Kansas campuse" 


Koreaver, Nelson quoted Raymond Vandeventer, and the Journal 

World paraphrases the article as saying "he is one of those 

citizens who with othere will take organized action 1f violence 

becomes severeesee"™ He explained that "he is the head of a 

secret organization whose name he refuses to divulge, which has : E 
300 members tn Lawrence and 1600 back-up people." 


Paranoia spread throughout the River City community. The fear 
of vigilante pot shots and indiscriminate dope busts, as well

block and a half and then about three fourths of the way 
through an alley before they even turned their light ons 
When they did I didn't pay them any attention.

Miss Cole: I turned right out of that alley and went 
about half a block and there was a four-way stops And there 
I ran the stop sign, I didn't even see the stop sign but 
I ran it anyways Went about another half a block and 
started to turn right into that alley and I hit the curb, 
stopped, and when I stopped Rick got out of the car and - 
in no hurry - he just got out of the car and closed the 
door, started to walk into the alley, and, uh, in the 
meantime there were about two (police) care already parked, 
and then the one behind me pulled up tehind the service 
station = you know = on one side of the alley anda by this 
time, you know, they (the police officers) had all started 
to get oute 
And the one came around and ordered me cut of the car and 
I went and stood at the back of the care And Rick had 
started te walk into the alley, and I looked into the 
alley and he hed started to trot, he locked over his 
shoulder, he looked back, he still wasn't running, he was 
trotting, he had long legs, I guess you could say he was 
trotting and he lo.ked back, and that was when, you know, 


the one that started into the alley behind him fired a 
shote

After the killing of "Tiger" Dowdell, Lawrence erupted violently. 
The next day, Friday, July 17, Lte Eugene "Skinny" Williams 

was wounded in the right sice by a small calibre bullet, and 
Patrolman Robert Merkle's squad car was put out. of commission 

by shotgun blasts. Both incidents occurred on the East side. 


On Oread the scenario changed from the previous day's activity 

of an extendvd 4th of July celebration to a reenactment of what 
that Gate actually meant to our Founding Fathers. Harrassment 

and intimidation emanating from the pigs were resisted. Actions 
were engaged in to relieve the heavy surveillance of the occupation 


forces in the black ghetto. We were emotional, but we were 
committeds 


Our concern for the Dovdel. killing and the "Amerikan Way" of 
treating blacks caused « unanimity in River City that had not 
been felt since April's National Guard occupations Not unlike 
last April, the erstwhile cultural fulerum of Lawrence, the 
White House, was set on fires Fire engines darted across town 
in order to save the unoccupied freak memorial, In addition to 
the sporadic fires set in the White House, a f..ebomb was 

a a off at District Court Judge Frank Gray's home at 718 
W Sthe 
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An uneasy calm ended three hours of resistance, approximately 
between 9 pem. and midnight. An occasional explosion. however, 
would stir excitement in the homes of River City, where small 
affinity groups gathered sround.to listen to polic. band radioSe 


The next day, Saturday, July 18, was much like a replay of 
Friday. Firecrackers and cherry bombs bounced off police cars 
as-they entered the neighborhood in ana around 12th and Oreade 
As more patrol cars entered, they were met by a barrage of bricks, 
bottles and sticks. The sound of impact on the police cars 

rang out loudly, but the aftermath of the attack brought silence 
to the collected body of youths numbering close to 300 who 
anticipated a counterattack by pigse The White House of course 
was bombed, and vigilantes and pigs grew intensely furious 

while Buford Watson, city manager, stated that no curfew would 
be called fore 


Sunday continued as before, with sotewhat diminished intensity. 
A swing set blocked 12th Street at the Oread intersection, while 
a utility pole burned Zor some five minutes, emitting an oil- 
burning smell. 


The weekend ended with seven arrests and the hope by city 
officials that somehow Lawrence would settle down into 4 period 
of tranquillitye 


Of course, it did note 


At about 10 peme on Honday, July 20, a brush fire started 
ncroes the street “rom the Rock Chalk Cafes Around the corner 
from the Chalk at .°ts and Indiana, the fire hydrant was 
opened, spewing thousands of gallons of water down Indianas 
Minutes later the fire trucks arrived, accompanied by a Bquad 
of pigs, who hurled tear gas into the crowd of 150 persons 
standing across the street from the Chalk, epposite from the 
side where the brush fire burned itself oute 


Immediately after the gas had chased the crowd opposite the 
Chalk south down Gread, four two hundred pound porkers carrying 
shotguns loaded with 00 buckshot herded 75-100 others into 

the Chalk. (The Chalk cau comfortably handle a crowd of thirty.) 
Acrimonious dialogue ensuede Finally the Chalk was evacuated 

by the polices 


Cutside, the groups reunited, and a delirium filled the aire 
Fresh trash i‘ res olazeds , 


Ore youth said, "Turn my car overesel need the insurance moneye” 
A red Volkswagen , rolled over by very complaisent youths, 

now rested in the middle of Oreads A few matches were thrown 

at the engine compartment. 


"Shoot them, shoot th- motherfuckers," ordered the unseen pigs 
who with unbelieveable epeed had come within yards of the 
overturned care 


Carbine slugs, buckshot and gas filled the aire Oread Street 
had become Son Toys 


Two persons lay on the ground, one mortelly wounded. Both were 
taken into the Gaslight Tavern. An ambulance belatedly arrived, 
and the wounded were taken to Lawrence Memorial. 
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After the wounded head been rushed away, pigs gassed a crowd 
of 100-150 scared and bewildered young men and women who had 
sought sanctuary inside the Gaslight. 


The aftermath was dispiriting and awesome. Merton Olds was 
shot through the leg, and Harry Nicholas Rice was dead, The 
River City community realized that it could not fight in the 
streets ageinst the technology of the power structuree It had 
the guns, the courte and the prisonés 


The power structure of Lawrence, the state of Kansas and the 
United States busily went to work to turn the tide of public 
opinion in their favore Gove Docking expressed concern not so 
much for the two dead young men in Lawrence, but rather for the 
twenty seven boxes of ammunition allesedly purchased by Gary 
Jackson, an assistant to the Dean of Mene Jackson was fired - 
a victim hed become the scapegoate 


The mentality of those who fired blindly into a fleeing crowd 
was not brought into question by the press - instead, attention 
was focused on the "permissiveness" of lax administrators who 
"permit" Gisillusioned young people to live. 


The summer ended quietly as many confused persons retired from 


political activitye The White House, once a symbol of resistance 
which had housed the River City Art Coop, dope dealers and various 
related chaos, was bulldozed away by the university. Heroin 
addiction grew alarmingly, as did drug usage generally. No one 
wanted to be hagsled, just left alones Lawrence had subsided.

He 
also used this employee for outside main- 
tenanve work when there were employees 
that would have been more suitable to 
perform this task. 

If a employee is one minute late, "it 
is too demn bad," they are sent home for 
tho remainder cf, the shift. This’ is 4« 
direst cuocte made by the.shift supervisor. 
A number of these employees trayel as far 
as 25 miles to work. Male employees do 
not receive this treatment as are the 
famale employees.

& lot of brothers & sisters have been try- 
ing to get jobs -- part-time jobs, full-time 
jobs, any job that will give them some money 
go they can struggle by in this capitalist 
economy, But thers ain't no jobs, The only way 
anybody's teen able to do it is thru a work- 
force agency which rips off %1.00/hour of your 
wages, The reason that there are not jots is 
that the capitalist economy is in = depression. 

he un oyment rate is the highest it's been 
in over 6 years. More than 5% of the work 
force (by their definition, which excluces 
women & students) is out of work. Over 10% of 
the non-white workforce is jobless. It's hard 
Se 
; Why are there depressions? (Sometimes they - 
sre called ‘recessions! iso as not to make then 
seund so bad.) The pig newspapers & commentat- 
ors have all kinds of jive answers -- ‘lack of . 
investor confidence’, 
mands', etc. In truth, the answer is very 
simple, but in drder to understand it we must 
look at how this capitalist economy works. 
The economy (the factory, stores, stc.) are 


BS a very small portion of the pomlation, 


about 3%. This 3% manufactures, distributes, & 
sells goods by' hiring the other 97% ofus to do 
all the work. Thus the Ford family will buy a 
lot of glass, rubber, & steel, & rent by the 
hour a few hundred thousand workers & turn out 
Mustangs. The difference between the selling 
price 2 the cost of the glass, rubber, steel, 
&, workers, is the Ford's profits. They are 
quite large. So large, in fact, that the Fords 
can't even spend it all. Besides, the Fords 
have to compete with the families that own ° 
Chrysler & G4. So most of the profits are 


"peinvested.” That is, used to build more plant 


buy more raw products, & rent more workers by 
the hour. 


+ But the process cannot go on snowballing be- 


cause the ability of the factories to produce 


is so great that they turm cut more than people 


have money to buy! Since it's stupid to go on 


making things you can't sell, & since capt tal sts 


are not stupid, they stop making these things. 
That is, they stop buying glass, rubber, steel, 
& most important, they stop, renting workers by 


. the hour. Companies only hire us_so long as 
they can use our labor to_make _profits. $ not 
one_minute longer. 

Of course, they can't just fire all the 
workers at once.

»y a former superintencant of the attro- 
cities that go on at the Tucker Prison 
Farm in Arkansas. Here are incidents that 
were documented in testimony investigating 
Tucker: One woman prisoner died in labor 
while being confined in solitary confine 
ment; one inmate on death row hadn't been 
outsice his cell corridor for 14 years; 
inmates had to pay trustees for a decent 
bed, underwear, better food, not to get 
whipped, to get their clothes back from 
the laundry, and as much as $20 a day for 
"free" dental and medical care; one in 
mate testified he was tortured Dy having 
neeéles stuck under his toenails and fin- 
gernails, he had his penis and testicles 
pulled by wire pliers, he had his knuckles 
squeezed by nut crackers, and he nae cig 
arettes put out on his body by prison 
guards; one inmate testified that he had 
beeen beaten by a baseball bat, a trace 
chain, a rope with knots tied in it, a 
hoe handle, a shovel, a rubber hose with 
lead in one end, and a tractor fan belt . 
Tucker Prison Farm, as you may remember, 
is the place where the author working as 
the prison superintendart found over a 
dozen former prisoners who were buried on 
the farm in unmarked graves, This was in 
1968. In Amerika. Not Russia, Not prison 
camps in subhuman North Vietnam. In Rmer- 
jka, Before too much more is said about 
our poor POW's (who afterall were only 
following orders), let's think about the 

1 million or so people locked up in jails, 
dentention homes,on prison farms, or else~ 
where here in the USA. As Tom Murton said 
in his book: " This travesty is possible 
only because we do not challenge the sys 
tem.We, by default, contribute to its per- 
petuation. No significant innovation, dis- 
covery, or creation in the history of man- 
kind has been a product of conformity. Yet 
the majority of the population justifies 
its inaction with cliches like 'you can't 
fight city hall, or what can one person 
do?’

major Amerikan city: walk thru Harlem, or 
Rozbury, or Chicago's west side. 

The most useful Marxian statement about 
capitalist society is the largest one-- 
that in an era when production is_a comple» 
worldwide social process, and requires rat- 
jionality, our system is incredibly irrat- 
ional. This is because corporate profit, 
not human need, governs what is produced 
and what is not produced, 

It i¢ also because there is a huge vested 
interest-- economic, military, political, 
psychological + in the production of preser 
and future causes on which we spend seventy 
billion dollars a year. We spend about 20 
billion a year on public relations, adver 
tising, amd promotion, We build too many 
cars, too many highways, too many office 
build -ings, produce too many cigarettes, 
too many gadgets, and not enough homes, 
schools, and hospitals. It is not that har¢ 
to see that the many recreational and en- 
tertainment outlets there are in our coun- 
try only help people forget their own per~ 
sonal problems ( high rent/taxes/food pri- 
ces) caused by their low or middle positior 
on the income level chart.

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TINY EQUADOR STINGS THE MIGHTY USA 


Two more US fishing boats were seized by 
Equadorean officials Wednesday. US offic- 
ials seemed worried as these last two in- 
cidents ran the score of seized US fish- 
ing boats in the last two weeks to 11. 
You..see, Equador has as her territorial 
limit the 200 mile boundary, while the 

Us fishing companies only recognize a 3 
mite territorial limit and a 12 mile fish- 
ing limit, That difference in opinions 
eventually results in Equador seizing US 
fishing boats which continually abuse the 
200 mile limit set by Equador. The boats 
are capable of holding 120 tons of fish, 
and their continued presence in these wa- 
ters depletes rapidly the amount of fish 
that the Equadorean fishermen can take. 
It's only a moot point to the US that the 
fishermen from Equador are poor and rely 
heavily on fish for their subsitence ex- 
istance, or that these huge fishing boats 
fuck the ecology of the fishing waters. . 
To protect the interests of its people, 
Equador started seizing these Us fishing 
boats and demanding ransom and fines for 
their violations. So far the US companies 
have shelled out about $500,000 to get 
back 9 out of the 11 boats captured, The 
Us government is plenty pissed and did 
what they could to protest these seizures 
-- they have suspended all military sales 
and credit to Equador as well as indefin- 
itely stopping all new military aid. Stay

In six minutes it 
was @ver guilty, 90 days and a $100 fine 
for breaking l:pane of glass.

In 1958, when Alaska became a full 
time member of America and was feel- 
ing generous towards the natives,it 
passed the Ssatehood Act RETURNING

AUDIE MURPHY---AMERIKAN HERO 


Back when men were men, wars were just, 
and cigarettes were only 15¢ a pack, 
Audie Murphy was making a name for 
himself. When Pearl Harbor came along, 
Murphy falsified his birth certifi- 
cate and enlisted in the US Army at 
age 16. He didn't know where Pearl. 
Harbor was, but "they can't do that 

to us." Thus began the career of the 
most decorated soldier in World 
War II. He was awarded 24 medals, in- 
cluding the Medal of Honor for mount-— 
ing a burning tank and killing 240 Ger- 


mans with @ machinegun.. 


After the war Murphy starred -in about 
40 weeterns, each movie having essent- 
ially the same plot, but often with a 
differant horse and heroine. And the > 
cowboys always seemed to come out.on — 
top. A series of quiz show appearances 
closed out his faultering screen car- 
eer, . we 


Murphy, however, had battles on other. 
fronts. He was arrested for assault:

Last week, the Prarie band of the 
Potawatomi Indian tribe held an elec- . 
tion and overwhelmingly elected a 
slate of candidates on the business 
committee pledged to do battle with 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA). 

Tribal elders said it was the first 
time in history that the Potawatomie 
had joined in a common cause, in- 
tended to bring self-determination 
for the Indians and to fight federal 
oppression. - 

The election reaffirmed balloting 
a week ago on the Potawatomi reser- 
vation at Mayetta, Kansas which saw 
a new group take over the handling 
of tribal affairs under the sponsorship 
of the Tribal Action Committee. 

The committeethad protested inaction 
by the previous business committee and 
charges were made that certain com- 

‘fittee members in the past had been 
used by the BIA to accept less than 
their proper rights and privileges. 

The Tribal Action Committee has 
served notice that. it plans to gain 

‘nationwide support for the Indian 
*self-determination drive. — : 

“We will soon present to the oe 
a document proving how the BIA col- 
lusion with the railroads and corrupt 
public officials, robbed the Potawa- 
tomi people of most of their lands 
right here in Kansas."
